In  recent  years ,  the  Montana  Highway  Patrol  and  the 
Department  of  Justice  have  intensified  efforts  to  make 
our  highways  safer  and  more  enjoyable  for  all  travelers. 
I'm  proud  of  our  fine  Highway  Patrol  Officers  and  the 
work  they've  done  toward  this  goal.   Our  expanded  program 
to  prosecute  and  rehabilitate  drunk  drivers  is  working, 
as  is  our  program  to  inform  the  public  of  safe  driving 
techniques . 

The  contents  of  this  Annual  Report,  however,  demonstrate 
that  we  must  do  more.

We  need  stiff er  fines  for  speeding  violations,  not  only 
to  reduce  death  and  injury,  but  also  to  soften  the 
expense  endured  by  the  law-abiding,  taxpaying  public 
in  the  cost  of  enforcement. 


We  need  more  Highway  Patrol  officers  to  serve  a  state 
as  geographically  vast  as  Montana. 

We  need  help  from  you,  the  private  citizen,  if  we  are 
to  reduce  the  tragedy  of  broken  limbs  and  lives --a 
tragedy  that  gets  worse  every  year. 

As  you  know ,  government   can ' t   do  everything .   The 
public  must   assiome  a  major  share  of  responsibility 

if  we  are  to  make  our  highways  truly  safe.   Please  join 
with  me  in  this  important  cause.

PERSONNEL  AND  TRAINING 
1977 
Training 

One  hundred  fifty- three  Montana  Highway  Patrol  officers  received 
certification  for  six  hours  of  training  in  Montana  Traffic  Codes 
by  Captain  John  Heath. 

There  were  a  number  of  officers  who  received  certification  in 
Emergency  Medical  Training  throughout  the  state. 

Sergeants  Kenneth  A.  Hoefner,  Gary  R.  Janes,  Kenneth  M.  Kessner 
and  Thomas  O.  Sanford  completed  the  eighty-hour  course  on 
Supervision  of  Police  Personnel  at  the  University  of  Denver, 
Colorado  in  April  1977. 

Lieutenant  Louis  M.  Hendrickson  completed  the  Driver  Improvement 
Counseling  Course  at  Northwestern  University  Traffic  Institute 
in  Evanston,  Illinois,  16  May  1977  through  20  May  1977. 

Lieutenants  Michael  G.  Davis  and  Webster  Bridges  went  to  Sturgis, 
South  Dakota  to  observe  South  Dakota's  Emergency  Response  Unit. 

Captain  Francis  L.  Polutnik  attended  the  AAMVA  Public  Affairs 
Seminar  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  30  October  1977  through  3  November 
1977. 

Captain  Melvin  M.  Mooney,  Lieutenant  Daniel  E.  Eshleman,  Sergeants 
Harold  E.  Wood  and  John  E.  Kahl  attended  a  Hazardous  Materials 
Workshop  in  Great  Falls,  Montana,  25  May  1977  through  26  May  1977. 

Montana  Highway  Patrol  officers  taught  courses  in  Accident  Investi- 
gation, Defensive  Driving,  and  Emergency  Vehicle  Operation  for  a 
total  of  one  hundred  hours  at  the  Montana  Law  Enforcement  Academy 
in  Bozeman. 

Emergency  Vehicle  Operation  Course 

A  course  to  increase  the  proficiency  of  emergency  vehicle  drivers 
was  begun  in  early  spring  of  1977  in  Lewistown,  Montana. 

The  course  acquaints  the  driver  with  both  the  capabilities  and  the 
limitations  of  his  vehicle.  The  course  further  impresses  upon  the 
driver  the  necessity  to  be  ever  mindful  of  his  own  limitations. 

The  course  consists  of  a  two  and  one-half  mile  semi-oval  track,  a 
lane  change  exercise,  a  backing  and  braking  exercise  and  schooling 
in  determining  where  the  extremities  of  a  vehicle  are  during 
maneuvers . 

All  Highway  Patrol  officers  will  have  completed  the  course  in 
1978.   The  course  will  be  offered  to  local,  city  and  county 
enforcement  agencies  in  the  coming  years. 


SUPPLY  AND  EQUIPMENT 

The  Montana  Highway  Patrol  purchased  61  patrol  cars  consisting 
of  fifty-nine  Plymouths  and  two  Dodges. 

Thirty- six  10-channel  SBE  Opti scans  were  purchased  throughout 
the  year  to  help  build  up  the  coinrnuni  cat  ions  between  the  Montana 
Highway  Patrol  and  other  agencies  such  as  local  police,  adjoining 
states,  Canadian  mounties,  ainbulance  services,  border  patrol, 
highway  departments  (maintenance)  and  sheriff  departments  that  are 
on  different  frequencies  other  than  what  the  patrol  can  monitor. 
This  will  help  us  to  assist  and  respond  more  quickly  in  aiding 
these  agencies. 

Fifteen  Kustom  signals,  MR-9  Moving  Radars,  were  purchased  for 
the  traffic  patrolmen. 

One  hundred  "Unitrols"  Electronic  Siren  and  P. A.  Units  were 
purchased.   Two  hundred  and  fifty  Sireno  Bars  were  purchased  to 
go  on  top  of  the  cars  and  hook  up  to  the  P. A.  systems.   Also, 
one  hundred  "Wig  Wag"  systems  were  purchased  to  be  installed  and 
operational  throughout  the  state  on  traffic  patrol  cars. 

Twenty  Motorola  radios  were  purchased  to  update  our  radios. 


PUBLIC  INFORiyiATION  AND  SAFETY 

The  library  contains  158  traffic  safety  films.   Two  films  were 
removed  from  the  film  library  because  they  were  misused  and 
ruined  by  the  public.   No  new  films  were  purchased.   The  patrol 
furnished  films  in  response  to  1,049  requests  during  1977. 

The  patrol  distributed  safety  panphlets  and  literature  to 
thousands  of  Montana  citizens.   This  included  coloring  books 
on  traffic  safety  for  grade  school  students,  as  well  as  infor- 
mation on  airbags,  safety  restraints,  and  mopeds. 

Officers  of  the  patrol  spent  650  hours  giving  presentations  to 
almost  10,000  persons. 


COMMUNI CATI ONS 

Computerization  of  most  driver  license  and  vehicle  registration 
files  decreased  the  number  of  messages  handled  by  the  headquarters 
communications  center. 

A  new  high-speed  teletype  expedited  the  transmission  of  12,944 
TXC  messages  during  1977.   Improvement  is  still  being  made  on  the 
base  radio  to  enhance  the  utilization  of  repeater  sites  to  the 
field  divisions. 


SCHOOL  BUS  INSPECTION 


Before  the  beginning  of  each  fall  school  term,  every  school 
bus  receiving  state  subsidy  in  Montana  is  inspected  by 
Highway  Patrol  officers.   They  are  inspected  again  the 
follov?ing  January.   In  1977,  over  3,500  inspections  were 
made  on  1,715  school  buses  throughout  the  state.   There  were 
no  accidents  as  a  result  of  mechanical  problems,  which  is  a 
good  record  when  it  is  realized  that  school  buses  in  Montana 
travel  90,211  miles  a  day  transporting  58,057  students  per  day. 


COURTESY  SERVICE 


In  the  course  of  their  many  varied  duties,  patrolmen  performed 
6,953  courtesy  services  for  the  motoring  public  during  the 
year  1977.   This  is  more  than  double  the  number  performed  in 
1976.   These  seirvices  range  from  262  emergency  blood  runs  to 
changing  tires,  starting  stalled  vehicles,  emergency  reports 
and  calling  for  assistance. 


DEFENSIVE  DRIVING  COURSE 


The  defensive  driving  course  is  now  being  handled  by  the 
Montana  Safety  Council,  Don  Bissell,  Manager,  "Rocking  Six-B" 
Ranch,  Belt,  Montana   59412. 

He  still  utilizes  patrol  officers  as  instructors.   They 
instruct  on  their  own  time-   Prior  to  the  transfer,  patrolmen 
gave  the  defensive  driving  course  to  1,239  persons.   They 
still  conduct  these  courses  for  the  Basic  School  at  M.L.E.A. 
and  for  members  of  the  Justice  Department.
